TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
FARSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

GfA'TLEMEX, — 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Eleventh 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  Parsley. 

During-  the  first  two  months  of  igio  much  very  severe, 
thoug-h  perhaps  seasonable,  weather  was  experienced  with  frost 
and  snow.  March  was  generally  cold,  although  a few  warm 
days  were  enjoyed  towards  the  close  of  the  month,  but  ^he 
alternation  of  cold  with  warm  days  was  accountable  for  the 
prevalence  of  Influenza  and  Bronchitis.  As  is  usual  at  such 
times,  the  death-rate  at  both  extremes  of  life  was  heavy. 

On  February  28th  the  first  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  for  the  year 
was  notified,  and  this  was  rapidly  followed  by  others  on  March 
ist,  2nd,  and  13th.  A total  of  5 cases  were  notified,  these  all 
being  from  the  New  Street  District,  where  it  was  found  that  17 
grown-up  persons  were  using  one  closet,  and  that  3 of  the  Fever 
cases  were  from  families  usingi  the  same  closet. 

I would  suggest  that  in  order  to  safeguard  the  Public 
Health  the  Water  Carriage  System  should  be  at  least  compulsory 
where  there  is  such  a lack  of  sanitary  accommodation. 

The  Second  Quarter  of  the  Year  was  principally  noteworthy 
for  Epidemics  of  Chicken  Pox  and  Measles.  During  April  about 
20  Cases  of  the  former  came  to  my  notice,  and  owing  to  the 
spread  of  the  Disease  the  Frances  Street  Infants’  Department 
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was  closed,  there  being  only  about  one-half  of  the  children  in 
attendance. 

The  month  of  May  opened  out  with  cold  winds  and  sleet, 
and  was  generally  'inclement. 

In  June  the  weather  was  more  favourable,  the  first  and 
second  weeks  being  fine  and  warm,  but  this  was  followed  by 
cold  and  wet  in  the  third  week.  About  this  time  we  had  a few 
cases  of  Measles  in  the  Woodland  Terrace  and  Water  Lane 
Distiicts.  During  this  Quarter  one  case  of  Consumption  and 
two  cases  of  Pneumonia  terminated  fatally. 

The  weather  was  warmer  in  July,  and  we  then  had  an 
epidemic  of  Measles,  which  necessitated  the  closing  of  the 
h 1 <inces  Street  Infants  Department  until  after  the  Midsummer 
Holidays.  The  epidemic  continued  until  the  beginning  of 
September,  several  of  the  cases  being  of  a very  bad  type.  None, 

how  e\ ei , had  a fatal  termination,  this  beingi  a most  unusual 
occurrence. 

There  were  also  a few  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  and 
several  of  Diarrhoea. 


Although  w’e  had  an  epidemic  of  Whooping  Cough,  and  4 
notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  last  Quarter  of  the 
\ ear,  the  Death-rate  was  the  low’est  ever  recorded  during  my 
term  of  office,  and  as  the  Birth-rate  was  high,  I think  w^e  may 
look  forward  wdth  confidence  to  the  coming  census^  feeling  sure 
that  whatever  may  be  happenangi  in  other  parts  of  our  country, 
W'e  in  Parsley  are  doing  our  duty  and  keeping  up  the  population! 

General  Statistics.— 'The  total  number  of  Births  in  the 
District  during  1910  w^as  128,  being  an  increase  of  10  on  the 
preceding  year.

— There  were  9 Deaths  of  Infants 
under  i year,  which,  calculated  per  i,ooo  Births  registered,  gives 
70.3,  a satisfactory  decrease  on  1909.

Infectious  Diseases.— six  cases  reported  In  the  First, 
Three  in  the  Second,  One  in  the  Third,  and  Four  in  the  last 
Quarter  of  the  Year,  giving  a total  of  14,  made  up  as  follows  : — 

Scarlet  Fever. — Cases  notified,  13;  all  removed  to 
Hospital,  only  One  Death  occurring  in  that  Institution  during 
the  12  months. 

Erysipelas.— Only  I case  notified.  No  death. 

No  cases  of  either  Enteric  or  Diphtheria  were  notified 
(sec  note  below)^  this  being:  a great  Improvement  on  the  previ- 
ous year,  when  2 cases  of  the  former  and  4 of  the  latter  disease 
were  reported.

Phthisis  . — Four  Deaths,  giving  a rate  of  .65  per  1,000. 
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Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy.— The 

number  of  Deaths  is  13,  i^iving  a Respiratory  Death-rate  of  2.2 
per  1,000. 

Phthisis  (Consumption). — 4 Deaths  are  certified  as 
due  to  this  complaint,  which  is  well-named  the  “(Ircat  W’hitc' 
Plague.”  Great  efforts  are  being'  made  by  many  of  the  large 
Municipalities  to  stamp  out  this  Disease,  and  the  formation  of 
the  National  Leag-ue  for  the  Prevention  of  Consumption  is  a 
step  in  the  right  direction.  At  the  outset  it  is  somewhat 
diihcult  to  make  any  original  remarks  on  this  subject. 

The  Council  have  asked  the  local  Medical  men  to  notify  all 
cases  of  Phthisis,  and  have  ag'reed  to  pay  the  usual  lec,  but  the 
result  up  to  now  lias  been  disappointing. 

The  disease  must  be  attacked  in  its  earliest  stages  to  obtain 
the  best  results,  and  consequently  notification  is  of  the  utmost 
importance. 

Having  once  diagnosed  the  case  we  can  then  turn  our 
attention  to  the  general  improvement  of  the  Sanitary  and  Social 
condition  of  the  people. 

Following  the  case  further,  we  can  then  apply  our  treat- 
ment, Tuberculin  or  Sanatorium!,  and  here  is  a grand  opening 
for  some  philanthropist  to  benefit  his  fellows  by  erecting  suitable 
buildings  for  the  purpose. 

There  is  to  be  opened  shortly,  in  connection  with  tlie  North 
Bierley  Union,  a new  Sanatorium'  at  Clayton,  for  the  treatment 
of  patients  within  the  North  Bierley  area  who  may  be  suffering 
from  Phthisis. 

4'bis  is  a separate  building  for  the  treatment  of  the  disease, 
and  forms  no  part  of  the  Clayton  Union  Buildings. 

At  present  patients  are  sent  to  .Sanatoria  at  Easby  or  else- 
where at  a cost  of  about  30/-  per  week. 

Malignant  Diseases  (Cancer).— 5 Deaths  have  been 

registered  as  due  to  Cancer,  3 over  fifty  years  of  age.  Parts 
affected — Breast  2,  Esophagus  2,  Pancreas  i.  This  number 
is  an  increase  of  i on  tlie  figures  for  1909.  The  average  for  the 
last  few  years  has  been  about  5.5. 

Whooping  Cough. — Only  I death  has  been  registered 
as  due  to  this  disease. 
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Measles. — ^As  noted  we  have  had  an  epidemic  of  Measles, 
and  I think  the  time ; has  now  come  when  stringent  measures 
should  be  taken  , to  combat  this  dangerous  disease.  It  is  no 
respecter  of  persons,  rich  and  poor  alike  being  affected.  We 
cannot  deal  with  it  as  with  notifiable  diseases,  but  we  might 
pay  for  the  first  notification  in  each  house,  and  subsequently 
register  the  cases  as  they  appear.  At  present  we  have  to  rely 
on  the  reports  of  School  Teachers  and  Attendance  Officers. 

T116  Roads. — ^Although  much  has  been  done  during  the 
year  there  still  remains  much  to  do.  Towards  the  close  of  the 
vear  portions  of  road  at  Sunfield,  New  Street,  and  Bagley  Lane 
.were  very  bad,  and  it  will  not  be  possible  to  reach  the  best 
results  as  regards  the  Health  of  the  District  until  the  dirty 
conditions  are  remedied,  for  the  tact  must  not  be  lost  sight  of  that 
mud  is  a positive  danger  to  the  public  health,  and  the  matter 
should  certainly  have  your  early  attention. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act.— These  have  been 
\isited  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  and  have  been  found  clean 
and  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Cowsheds. — Special  inspections  of  a few  of  the  Cowsheds 
have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  about  6o  cows  examined  by 
myself  and  a veterinary  surgeon.  Samples  of  milk  were  taken 
in  two  cases  of  suspected  tuberculosis,  both  of  which  yielded 
negative  results  after  inoculation  experiments. 

Buildings  and  Sanitary.  —The  Council  have  consid- 
ered and  approved  19  plans  during  the  year,  and  nine  new  houses 
have  been  built,  two  Nuisances  have  been  reported,  and  three 
abated.  No  legal  notice  for  abatement  was  found  necessary, 
'rwenty-three  alterations  of  Privies  into  Water  Closets  have  been 
made  during  the  year,  and  19  houses  have  been  connected  to  the 
main  sewer.  2,328  loads  of  Nightsoil  have  been  removed  by  the 
Ashpit  Cleansing  Department. 

Lighting. — Si>^  new  Lamps  have  been  erected  during’  the 
year.

I bc^'  to  submit  to  you  an  account  ol  the  work  done  durinj^' 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1910,  and  trust  that  you  will  find 
the  particulars  iyiven  a correct  summary  of  the  work  done. 

Higliways. — in  the  early  part  of  the  year  severe  frost  and 
snow  caused  considerable  damage  to  all  the  roads  in  the  district. 
Owing  to  the  large  increase  of  mechanically  propelled  vehicles 
the  roads  cannot  be  kept  as  good  as  formerly,  with  the  same 
materials.  On  the  main  road  over  300  tons  have  been  used,  and 
at  present  this  road  is  not  in  a very  good  condition.  Galloway 
Lane  is  in  a fair  condition;  only  patching  has  been  done  on  this 
road. 

On  the  \W‘st  side  of  this  road  the  dyke,  in  some  places,  is 
\ cry  awkward,  and  I wish  we  could  get  it  made  so  as  it  will 
not  be  dangerous  to  persons  who  have  to  pass  along  it. 

For  six  days  ending  July  23rd,  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  took  a record  of  vehicular  tralTic  passing  over  this  road 
from  7 a.m.  to  7 p.m.  daily.  The  number  of  vehicles  passing 
over  it  was  for  six  days,  1,387,  which  gives  an  average  of  231  per 
dav.  Of  this  number  onlv  about  four  were  fronr  h'arsley. 

Other  Roads  . — W'oodhall  Lane,  from  Main  Road  to 
Pond,  and  from  bend  to  Calverley  boundary,  was  coated  with 
limestone,  and  the  remaining  portion  will  be  done  this  year. 

The  footpath  on  this  road  is  very  dangerous  in  some  places, 
owing  to  the  dyke  being  very  deep. 

Old  Road,  from  Main  Road  to  Barker  Street,  about  65  lineal 
yards  has  been  repaired  under  a new  system,  viz.,  “h'erromac,” 
and  at  the  present  it  appears  to  be  very  good. 

From  Barker  Street  to  Summerville  Road,  about  100  tons 
of  Bard  Blue  Rock  have  been  on. 

W^ater  Lane  has  been  partly  coated  with  limestone.  Bagley, 
fiaun  South  .Street  to  Chapel  Corner,  has  also  been  repaired  with 
IBue  Rock.  About  130  lineal  yards  of  kerbing  and  channelling 
lunx'  been  put  down  opposite  Arthington  Terrace,  Bradford  Road. 
On  several  occasions  Calcium  Chloride  was  tried  for  dust  laying 
purj'c.ses,  but  owing  to  the  wet  weather  a fair  test  coidd  not  be 
obtained. 
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Sewage  Farm;-  Durin^^  the  year  the  work  at  the  h 
has  been  improxed,  by  the  method  adopted  last  year,  of  deahn;:;:
